A total eclipse of the sun provides 
a very delicate test of the exactness 
of our knowledge of the mechanics of 
the solar system. Centuries of ob- 
servation have refined this knowledge 
so all circumstances can now be pre- 
dicted with high accuracy. 

An eclipse can occur only when cer- 
tain geometrical relations are _ ful- 
filled. To understand what these are

tions in the year. going through its 


1 phases, a thin crescent when near the 


bits are ellipses. but of such low 
eccentricity as to be nearly circular. 
The mean distance of the earth 
from the sun is 92,900,000 miles, but 
the distance varies by one-sixtieth 
or 1.550,000 miles, on either side o 
this mean. The earth moves swiftest 
in its orbit when nearest the sun, ai 
perihelion. As the earth goes about 
the sun, the sun apparently moves 
about the earth. ng among the 
stars in a circle called the ecliptic. 
mean distance of the moon 
from the earth is 238,840 miles, but 
because of the ellipticity of the orbit 
the distance varies about 13,000 miles 
on either side of this value. The sun's 
diameter is 866,400 miles and that of 
the moon 2,163 miles. The sun, 
therefore, has about 400 times the 
moon’s diameter, but its distance also

An eclipse of the sun can occur 
only when the moon in its orbital 
motion comes directly hetween the sun 
and the earth, interposing her body, 
cutting off the light of the sun, 
throwing her shadow upon the earth. 
It might appear that there would be 
an eclipse of the sun at eath con- 
junction, or new moon, but the moon's 
orbit is inclined at an angle of 
somewhat more than five degrees to 
the ecliptic, so that in general the 
moon at conjunction will be above or 
below the plane of the earth’s orbit 
and the moon’s shadow will drift by 
harmlessly and unobserved. 


But occasionally conjunction will 
occur with the new moon near one of 
the points of intersection of the 
moon's and earth’s orbits, one of. the 
nodes, and then the earth will be near 
enough to the plane in which the 
moon's shadow moves for the shadow 
to strike the earth and move swiftly 
across the continents and seas of its 
surface. The ecliptic is’ so named 
because eclipses occur only when the 
moon is on or near that circle.

is a thin rim of thé sun about the 
centrally placed moon which gives the 
name annular eclipse, from annulus, 
a ring.

SCIENTIST EXPLAINS 


OBSERVATION AIMS 


NOTE—The Mount Wilson observa- 
tory of Pasadena, Cal.. has established 
an eclipse station on 2,000-foot-high 
Prospect mountain. In the following 
article Dr. Walter 8. Adams, head of 
the expedition, explains its objective.

(UP)—Our work tomorrow will in- 
clude three main projects designed to 
increase our knowledge of the physica! 
and chemical constitution of the sun: 
First. study of the solar chromos- 
phere by means of the “flash-spec- 
trum;” second, spectroscopic analysis 
of the light of the corona, and, third, 


Special equipment has been designed 
and constructed at the observatory for 
each of these problems, as well as for 
several minor parts of the program. 

The flash-spectrum will be photo- 
graphed on a moving film with the aid 
of a concave diffraction grating of 
five-foot focus. Two other concave 
gratings of about six-foot and two-foot 
focus, respectively will record. the 
ultra-violet, the visual and the infro- 
red parts of the coronal spectrum, 

A spectragraph for observing the 
spectrum of any prominences_ that 
may be visible at the time of the 
eclipse will also be a part of the equip- 
ment. All these instruments will be 
fixed on the ground and_ supplied 
with light from the eclipsed sun by 
mirrors moved by clock-work. 

To measure the heating effect of the

Or tell them (if milder language

Retreat? 


Everybody here in Russia, even in 
the Asiatic part where I am traveling 
now is discussing the speech of Lazar 
Kaganovitch, one of Stalin's closest 
lieutenants, who insisted that the re- 
cent decrees extending private trading 
privileges to the peasantry and artisan 
groups do not constitute an alteration 
in policies. M. Kaganovitch is evi- 
dently striving to refute a widespread 
belief here that the Kremlin has em- 
barked upon a new road of compro- 
mises with capitalism. He ridicules 
this notion. 

The conviction of many that the 
soviet regime is inaugurating a “Neo- 
nep” or new economic policy, M. 
Kaganovitch branded as “simply ridic- 
ulous.” Recently ‘the commissar of 
agriculture, Jacob Yakovlev, similarly 
explained that, despite seeming inno- 
vations, the government was adhering 
to its previous line. Nevertheless, the 
belief persists that the Kremlin, under 
the pressure of industrial and agri- 
cultural difficulties, is increasingly 
providing more scope for private 
initiative and deliberately stimulating 
the instinct for private profit, of which 
theoretically it is the sworn enemy. 

All branches of national life reveal 
the tendency to emphasize again indi- 
vidual as against collective activity. 
Parallel with the extension there is 
the revision of university and lower 
schodl curricula to provide more space 
for purely cultural non-propagandist 
subjects. Whatever the cause or mean- 
ing of the new decrees, they certainly 
signify a big change.

Health Talks

THE ECONOMY OF AMBULANT 
TREATMENT. 


Within the past ten years progres- 
sive physicians have developed satis- 
factory technique for the ambulant 
treatment of several conditions which 
formerly required hospitalization and 
confinement to bed for periods o 
days or weeks. By ambulant treat- 
ment we mean treatment which is 
suecessfully vg gem while the pa- 
tient keeps at his ordinary work or 
activities. First came the injection 
or chemical obliteration of varicose 
veins. ‘Then the diathermy extirpa- 
tion of infected tonsis. Then the in- 
jection treatment of internal hemor- 
rhoids. Then the injection treatment 
of hernia. 

It is only fair and right to say that, 
in competent hands, every one of these 
modern methods is giving at least 
as satisfactory results as the older 
standard surgical treatment gives in 
competent hands. I think the risks 
involved are rather less in ambulant 
treatment than they are in the older 
methods of operating. So far as I 
can learn the prospect of recurrence 
or of failure to cure or give lasting 
relief is no greater when ambulant 
treatment is selected than it is when 
the standard operation is done. 

Some physicians of good standing 
and repute still disapprove, condemn 
or advise patients against having am- 
bulant treatment, mainly, I fear, be- 
cause these good physicians have not 
had an opportunity to see such treat- 
ment applied by a man who has made 
a proper study of the method and 
received adequate clinical instruction 
in the technic. I know this is the ba- 
sis of the unfavorable view taken by 
some throat surgeons of the diathermy 
method for tonsils. From the char- 
acter of inquiries I have received from 
clinical surgeons in reference to the 
ambulant treatment of hernia I know 
they, too, base their prejudice upon 
their ignorance of the scientifie prin- 
ciples of such treatment. The in- 
jection treatment of hernia has been 
most bitterly condemned by well mean- 
ing but nevertheless ignorant surgeons 
—ignorant of this modern method. 
Here and there these surgeons are 
seeing the light and even getting down 
off the high horse and seeking clinical 
instruction in the ambulant method 
from colleagues who have mastered the 
technic, 

Many throat surgeons now advocate 
the use of the diathermy method for 
cleaning up tags of tonsil tissue left 
in the throat after the radical tonsil- 
lectomy. Somehow they prefer to fall 
hack on the diathermy method rather 
than break the news to the patient 


I may be dumb, illogical and 
blind to all the amenities, but it does 
seem to me that if the diathermy 
method is all right for removing what 
the guillotine and snare leaves behind, 
it ought to be the choice in the first 
place, 

Insurance carriers find that a 
hernia case, treated by the standard 
operation, costs around hos- 
pital expense, doctors’ fees, and com- 

snsation for eight weeks disability. 

e ambulant treatment can be given 
for less than half that total cost— 
no hospital charges to pay. vo loss of 
time for the patient. Some large in- 
dustrial corporations are beginning to 
take an interest in this, and physi- 
cians and surgeons investigating the 
method for such corporations are con- 
strained to report that it does effect 
cure of the hernia. In the cireum- 
stances it behooves the profession 
to keep an open mind—which is some- 
thing eur would-be medical leaders too 
often lack.

If Journal Has Had 
‘A Change of Heart’ 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
a reader of the Atlanta Journal for 
about a half century. 

My father subscribed for it when I 
was a boy and I have taken it ever 
in 1890. I 
have learned to place a great deal of 
confidence in it. 

There appeared in it an editorial 
along in March of this year that 
struck me as being true in every re- 
spect and meritorious beyond dispute. 

Its subject matter was the Hon. 
Charles R. Crisp and his services in 
the national house of  representa- 
tives.

Justice 
tu an accused public officer ... has 
been held to require fair trial and one 
where the opportunity exists to be 
faced by witnesses and subject the 
credibility of their testimony to the 
test of cross-examination. 

“That the act or neglect justifying 
the removal must have relation to the 
administration of office during the 
term which the officer is serving has 
been pronounced and followed by nu- 
merous executive and judicial authori- 
ties. 

“The application of this principle 
precludes the consideration of charges 
dealing with the transaction 
of his personal affairs, not within the 
scope of or affecting official action. 

Witnesses Wanted. 

Curtin, in 12 days of argument be- 
fore the governor, contended that 
either the governor or Seabury should 
produce the Hofstadter committee wit- 
nesses for cross-examination; that at 
least 10 of the 15 charges of Seabury 
were based on alleged acts before the 
mayor took office and that bank ac- 
counts involved in the case were of a 
purely personal nature, without rela- 
tion to Walker’s public life. 

If the governor accepted Justice 
Staley’s view on affording opportunity 
to examine the witnesses of the Hof- 
stadter committee, the length of the 
executive hearing might be materially 
lengthened.

The mayor's plans with respect to 
returning to Albany for the resump- 
tion of removal proceedings against 
him Friday are predicated entirely 
upon his condition, Collins added. 

“Whether Mayor Walker may ask

condition.” 

Late today the mayor's condition 
was reported inrproving. 

Collins, advised by newspapermen 
of reports that Walker was about to 
resign from office, declared : ; 

“There's absolutely nothing to it.”

“The court considers that the bond- 
holders’ committee, to the extent that 
it has the approval of the court, has 
been given that approval and is func- 
tioning for the sole purpose of lend- 
ing aid and assistance to the bondhold- 
ers, and to all other parties at in- 
terest in so far as the rights of other 
parties do not actually conflict with 
the rights of bondholders. 

“The administration of any estate 
in equity is a sacred trust imposed 
upon the court, and should be so di- 
rected by the court at all times as 
to give benefit and assistance to the 
greatest number of interested parties. 

‘The court knows of no reason why 
any party who has invoked the aid of 
the court, or who is functioning with 
the approval of the court and under

Curse of the Poor. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30.—(UP)~ 
The Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America today made a4 
sweeping attack on the present social 


order. 
The attack, denouncing the concen- 
tration of wealth in the hands of a 
few, was contained in the counéil’s 
annual_Labor Sunday message. 

“Religious prophets have always 
denounced the gross inequality be 
tween the incomes on the one hand 
of thos® who toil in factory, mine, 
farm and office and of those, on the 
other hand, who by inheritance, oF 
privilege of ownership, or speculative 
investment derive an income not 
earned by actual service,” the mes 
sage said. Inequality is a peril te 
the rich because it tempts them to & 
narrowing of their sympathies and «@ 
false scale of values. 

“It is a curse to the poor because 
it means misery for under-paid, ir- 
regularly employed workers, crowded 
in unsanitary tenements, shacks, or 
company houses, exposed to the con- 
stant fear of sickness, unprovided for 
and of old age insecure. Our economic 
resources, our progress in invention 
and the arts, our social inheritance 
should now make possible a worthy 
standard of living for all if the or- 
anization of production and distri- 
ution were directed towards that 
end. 

“The concentration of wealth car 
ries with it a dangerous concentration 
of power. It leads to conflict and 
violence. To suppress the symptoms 
of this inherent conflict while leaving 
the fundamental causes of it um 
touched is neither sound statesman- 
ship nor Christian goodwill.”

Witne: es Yepreserting the cotton 
industry have attacked the farm board 
sponsored co-operative association as a 
harmful competition, and one witness 
today charged he had been slandered 
by a co-operative seeking to divert de- 
liveries. 

“In considering the farm board - 
erations,” Mr. Moser said, “it should 
be done along with other major gov- 
ernmental activities authorized by con- 
gress and recognized as national poli- 
cies. It will be fair to consider the 
elimination of such boards ai1 com- 
missions as the federal reserve board, 
the tariff commission, interstate com- 
merce commission, federal trade com- 
mission, the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation or the immigration com- 
mission if we are to consider the 
elimination of the federal farm board.” 

He said there are 12,000 co-opera- 
tive organizations, composed of ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 farmers, who co- 
operatively market about one-third of 
the country’s farm products. 

Oscar P. Geren, president of Put- 
nam & Norman, Inc.. New Orleans 
cotton factors, testified earlier today 
that he believed an audit of the farm 
board's books “should reveal gross ex- 
travagance and mismanagement, ma- 
nipulations and speculations, breach 
of contracts, unethical procedures and 
slander.” 

He offered a letter which he said 
Sam Bass, secretary of the Louisiana 
Cotton Co-operative Association, had 
written to W. T. Bell, farmer, of Bas- 
kin, La., requesting Bell to remove 
his cotton from the Putnam & Nor- 
man firm to the co-operative associa- 
tion. 

The letter quoted Bass as saying: 
“We have bad a number of farmers 
throughout the state who had their 
cotton with Putnam & Norman, not 
only seed loan cotton, but other cot- 
ton, and these producers felt they could 
get a better price for their cotton and 
a squarer deal by delivering to the as- 
sociation, and this particular firm has 
gone to almost any length to keep them 
from makin delivery to us.” 

Geren said he_ considered 
slander against his firm.
